A Buyer’s Best Friend Is His Salesman 


BY A WEST COAST BUYER 


Ir was witH the advent of high-pressure 
salesmanship, I suppose, that it became the 
custom for buyers to look upon the salesmen 
as enemies, big bad wolves, ready to tear 
down their resistance, or sly foxes subtly 
trying to undermine their determination not 
to overbuy. And even our depression, with 
its resultant saner psychology of salesman- 
ship, has not completely established that con- 
fidence between buyer and salesman which 
is necessary for the complete and mutual 
cooperation between bookseller and publisher. 

The salesman who travels for a reputable 
house is not just a salesman; he is the pub- 
lisher’s representative. Any established pub- 
lisher knows today that his success depends 
upon the success of his outlets, the book- 
sellers. It is to his advantage to be repre- 
sented by a man who will inspire in the 
bookseller an enthusiasm for his books, but 
who will, at the same time, see that the 
buyer does not stock too heavily on certain 
titles. The publisher realizes that to send a 
man out in the field who will succeed in 
getting enormous orders on one trip means 
that on his next trip the buyer will perhaps 
refuse even to look at his line. 

My first experience as buyer was in a 
small, personal bookshop on the east coast. 
My predecessor had been a man; I was a 
woman. My employers warned me that I 
must be very careful in my ordering, for the 
salesmen all had a good line of talk, were 
intent on getting big orders regardless of the 
outcome, and particularly adept in overselling 
4 woman buyer. There would be invitations 
to dinner and quite a lot of kidding and 
flattery:—all ruses to induce me to give them 
large orders, I was told. 





This seemed to me a ridiculous attitude 
to take toward these salesmen, who were, 
after all, business men, dependent upon the 
good will of their customers for their in- 
comes. Because I felt that I could keep my 
head in buying—my home training in finance 
had been sane and practical—I resolved to 
treat these travelers as men who were not 
fly-by-night racketeers but salesmen repre- 
senting well-established publishing houses. 

After a visit or two a salesman and | were 
on very friendly business terms. He under- 
stood that he could not talk me into over- 
ordering on some book his house wanted to 
push if I thought it would not suit my 
shop; he knew that dinner engagements and 
flattery would bring no extra quantity orders. 
Yet he also knew that if he had a title of 
the merit of which he could sincerely con- 
vince me, I would give him an order. 

Later I was the buyer in a much larger 
bookshop in the middle west, and with the 
experience I had had I felt more confident 
in myself when I took my stand against 
my employer regarding the treatment ol 
salesmen. He was a good bookseller, a real 
book lover, and had an excellent clientele. 
But somehow, perhaps because he could not 
keep a clear head when he encountered a 
salesman, he was not liked by any of them. 
He had developed a hard shell which he 
wore when the travelers came. Sometimes 
with a blustering “Hello! Coming to skin 
me again, eh?”—this with a nervous laugh, 
sometimes with a very dignified and im- 
portant sounding “I am very busy today and 
can’t see you”; always with some sort of 
resistant greeting instead of a welcome, he 
met the salesmen. 
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In the beginning he did not approve of 
my frank glad-hand welcome for the sales- 
men. He feared the men would take advan- 
tage of that friendliness and sell us some 
plugs. He was frankly worried when I 
ordered heavily on a certain title. I told him 
I was going to sell all copies and would 
undoubtedly have to re-order. It must have 
horrified him to hear me say, right before 
a salesman, that I thought I could sell the 
books I was buying and would need more. 
His “line” was reluctantly to give the sales- 
man an order and then predict that he 
would still have the books on his shelves the 
following year. To me it bespoke a lack of 
confidence in himself as a sane buyer. He 
distrusted every salesman who came into the 
shop; but I think he distrusted his own judg- 
ment even more than that! Such a book- 
seller should never do his own ordering. A 
careful yet not too conservative buyer will 
save him money, for nothing but a mutually 
frank and trusting relationship should exist 
between buyer and representative. 

Here in our own shop we are always glad 
to see the salesmen. We feel that the ma- 
jority of the men who call on us are inter- 
ested in books; some are real book lovers, 
and we never feel that they call on us to put 
over some high-pressure selling. They know 
by this time that we do not fall for it, and 
anyway very few of them have tried it. They 
are representing large publishers who expect 
to rely upon the booksellers for their out- 
lets, not for just this season but for years to 
come. And they certainly realize that over- 
selling a customer is the quickest way to lose 
his good will and to help him along the 
road to bankruptcy. 

Whenever possible we take the salesmen 
home to dinner. Then in the evening we 
can sit comfortably by our fireplace, chat 
about some of the books and authors, and 
go over the line. The men seem to recog- 
nize that in this way they can get our per- 
sonal reactions to their various items better 
than in a hurried call; we are more calm, 
and there are no interruptions, so our buying 
is more balanced and our orders are larger. 

We get a great deal out of these contacts 
with the travelers: news of what other book- 
shops are doing; frequently some inside in- 
formation of authors or forthcoming books, 
personal sidelights which we can pass on to 
our customers, always welcomed by book 
enthusiasts. And by treating the men as we 
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would treat any business friends in whose 
integrity we believed, we get honest opinion; 
of possible sales of the various books, and 4 
mutual confidence results. 

We are fortunate, I think, in having 4 
number of fine travelers on the west coast. 
Pinney Earl of Scribner’s is, as he appears, 
a gentleman. I have never known Mr. Ear! 
to try to talk me into buying a book or a 
quantity which I knew I could not sell. 

Of course I cannot imagine any buyer not 
welcoming Jimmy Blake of Harper’s. He is 
a true lover of literature and often waxes 
enthusiastic over some pet book of his. We 
have a great deal of confidence in Mr. Blake. 

Dennie Chase, who represents Harcourt, 
Brace, Smith and Haas and others, is a de- 
lightful visitor. He always knows a bit of 
author gossip, seems particularly interested 
in understanding the idiosyncrasies of his 
customers’ shops, and shows his lines with a 
nice respect for the books. 

When Bill Britton of Doubleday begins 
to recite his selling points, we manage to 
interrupt him and get him to give his per- 
sonal opinion, which is worth much more 
than the selling talks his house sends him. 
He is to be trusted whenever he personally 
recommends titles, and he never tries to over- 
sell. 

Of course Louis Friedman of Macmillan 
is one of the finest of the west coast men. 
He is a true representative of his worthy 


house, having an understanding of the rela- 


tionship between bookshop and _ publisher 
which makes for fair play. 

Ellis Baker, selling Knopf, Blue Ribbon, 
Viking and other lines, has a very like- 
able personality, a friendly ease with his 
buyers and a book enthusiast’s interest in all 
literature. 

“Sheriff”? Leussler of Houghton Mifflin 
usually begins his sales talks on the grand 
scale, but invariably listens to reason when 
we tell him we know our clientele. A pretty 
square shooter the sheriff is! 

And there are Carl Smalley and Art John- 
son and many others who have proved that 
publishers’ representatives are not high-pres- 
sure salesmen; they are not the enemies of 
booksellers but friends, if the buyer treats 
them with the courtesy and respect which 
are due them. And still there are buyers, | 
know them, who treat the travelers with an 
air of disdain as if they were ogres instead 


of the friends they can be to the bookshop.

Ir 1s PLEASANT to step from the rush of Chi- 
cago’s busy Michigan Avenue into the Con- 
cord Book Shop at number thirty-six South. 
The heavy Gothic masonry of the University 
Club building tends to obscure the entrance, 
but once you have found it what a pleasant 
little shop it is! 

The decoration is very simple. Smart 
black cupboards and black-trimmed shelves 
contrast sharply with pale lemon-shaded 
walls. In the middle of the shop one lordly 
table offers quickly most of the books that 
are in current favor—novels or otherwise. 
Wall shelving displays the dollar reprints, 
some of the better books in series, and most 
of the unfortunately decreasing indispensable 
books that even small shops should carry. 
Comfortable, unpretentious wicker chairs 
welcome the socially-inclined customer, and 
upstairs there is a small balcony for the in- 
evitable office work. 

_ Room has also been found for a circulating 
library and a small stationery department at 


the rear of the shop. Although just cele- 
brating its first birthday, that shop has had 
an active existence in the midst of Century 
of Progress crowds and has proudly sold 
more than its share of such books as “British 
Agent,” - “House of Exile,” “Arches of the 
Years,” and “Alice B. Toklas.” It has also 
had the distinction of selling in the first 
month of publication nearly three hundred 
copies of “An Astronomer’s Life,” by Dr. 
Edwin B. Frost, director emeritus of the 
Yerkes Observatory, at Williams Bay, Wis- 
consin. Some of the credit for this unusual 
sale must go to Katharine Frost, who has a 
natural enthusiasm for her father’s book. 
Lenetta M. Cooper, Miss Frost and Wil- 
liam J. Flynn combine ownership with active 
selling, so it can be taken for granted that 
the shop offers its customers a full measure 
of prompt and intelligent service. But no 
one needs reassurance on this point who re- 
members the famous Walden Book Shops, 


which they ran for many years. 
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The Booktrade in Portugal 


PHILIP S. UNWIN 
Of George Allen and Unwin, Ltd., London 


Tue BooKTRADE of Portugal is centered in 
Lisbon and there can be few other countries 
which possess more attractive surroundings 
for their publishers and booksellers. Any- 
one who visits Lisbon for the first time is 
likely to be most pleasantly surprised both at 
the beauty and general efficiency of the city 
and the courtesy of its inhabitants. In spite 
of the very complete system for free educa- 
tion in Portugal, no less than 60% of the 
population remains illiterate, and it is the 
more remarkable, therefore, that there should 
be so many bookshops in Lisbon. Evasion 
of the “compulsory” education is widespread 
amongst the poorer classes, where the chil- 
dren are pressed into some form of wage earn- 
ing (or wage saving in the agricultural dis- 
tricts) as soon as possible, but those who are 
not illiterate prove to be omniverous readers. 

An immense number of morning and eve- 
ning papers, representing the various politi- 


cal parties, are published daily in Lisbon, 
and they appear to be well supported. There 
are numerous Stationers and news agents, the 
majority of whom display small stocks of 
Portuguese and French novels, whilst gath- 
ered together in the best part of the city are 
several first-rate bookshops carrying really 


extensive stocks. In proportion to its size, 
therefore, one has the impression that Lisbon 
is extraordinarily well supplied with oppor- 
tunities for book buying, and literature is 
undoubtedly accorded a high place in the 
lives of the people. 

French is the second language of the edu- 
cated Portuguese and consequently all the 
larger bookshops have very full stocks of 
French books. Novels take the first place, 
but in the case of one or two firms there are 
also admirable selections of medical, scientific 
and technical works. Indeed, it would appear 
that the Portuguese student is bound to search 
outside the literature of his own country for 
his more important texbooks. 

English is rarely spoken by those with 
whom one comes in contact during a short 
stay, and French had to be the basis of con- 
versation with all the booktrade people 


whom I approached. One felt that in many 
ways Lisbon is closely connected with Paris, 
far more so than with Madrid, and especially 
because Hachette is the source of supply for 
a great deal of the “foreign” literature in 
Portugal. This includes books and periodi- 
cals, both French and English. Amongst the 
former can be seen French translations of 
such authors as D. H. Lawrence, Edgar Wal- 
lace, Emil Ludwig, Sinclair Lewis and Stefan 
Zweig, to name a few at random. 

There would appear to be some small de- 
mand for English books, and these are 
handled mainly by the firm which acts as 
the wholesale agent for the Tauchnitz and 
Albatross Libraries in Portugal. The books 
of these series are, of course, to be found in 
almost every bookshop of any size, but other- 
wise the opportunities for the distribution of 
English books are distinctly limited. It 
seems possible, however, that the demand 
may increase, as Lisbon is being visited by a 
large and growing number of tourists from 
“pleasure cruises,” and Estoril, the delightful 
Riviera of Portugal, about fifteen miles down 
the Tagus estuary, is becoming popular as a 
fashionable winter resort. 

Trade terms between publisher and book- 
seller within the country seem to accord with 
English practice. The discounts vary from 
about 20% to 30% according to the number 
of copies ordered. A discount of 10% off the 
published price is allowed on library pur- 
chases, and there are about fifty good public 
libraries distributed over the country, in ad- 
dition to the various University libraries at 
Coimbra and Lisbon. 

An encouraging development of the last 
two or three years has been the National 
Book Week which has been held in Lisbon 
during May. Bookstalls are arranged all 
over the main square of the city, the Presi- 
dent of the Republic performs the opening 
ceremony, and the whole occasion is well 
supported by the population. As an induce- 
ment to buy, a small discount is, I believe, al- 
lowed off book prices during the “Week,” 
though normally these are protected by a 
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form of net book agreement. As an indi- 
cation of the amount of business done at 
that time, the manager of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society told me that last year 
he sold no less than 6,500 pieces of literature 
(including pamphlets) and curiously enough, 
one of the most popular items was the Book 
of Job in pamphlet form! 

There is some slight interest in English 
books for translation into Portuguese, but so 
far no publisher seems to have risen above 
the publication of detective novels. As in 
other continental countries, Edgar Wallace is 
a great favorite. One publisher complained 
bitterly of the competition which he had to 
meet from Brazilian firms, which buy up the 
Portuguese rights of popular authors and 
then proceed to publish their books in poor

Portugal I found to be a very attractive 
country, which deserves to be better known 
both for the charm of its situation and the 
good nature of its people.

Columbia Announces Pulitzer Awards 
Advisory Board Overrules Jury on Three Choices 


PULITZER PRIZE awards for 1934 were an- 
nounced at the Annual Dinner of the Col- 
umbia University School of Journalism 
Alumni on May 7th. Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, president of Columbia University, made 
the announcement. 

The award of $1000 for the best novel 
published during the year by an Ameri- 
can author was given to “Lamb in His 
Bosom,” by Caroline Miller, published by 
Harper & Brothers. 

“Men in White” by Sidney Kingsley, the 
play set in a hospital which has been play- 
ing to full houses at the Broadhurst Theatre 
in New York, was awarded the $1000 prize 
for the original American play, performed in 
New York, which shall best represent the 
educational value and power of the stage. 
Men in White” is published by Covici- 
Friede, 

For the best book of the year upon the 
history of the United States, an award of 
$2000 was made to “The People’s Choice” 
by Herbert Agar, published by Houghton 
Mifflin, 

The biography award of $1000 for the best 
American biography teaching patriotic and 
unselfish services to the people, illustrated 
by an eminent example, went to “John 
Hay,” by Tyler Dennett, published by Dodd, 


Mead. 





Robert Hillyer’s “Collected Verse” (Knopf) 
received the $1000 award for the best vol- 
ume of verse published during the year by 
an American author. 

The week preceding the announcement of 
the awards a minor storm broke, when a 
newspaper man, it was charged, not only 
broke the release date of the announcement 
but stated that the jury of the drama award 
had unanimously voted to give it to Max- 
well Anderson’s “Mary of Scotland”, only 
to have their choice overruled by the Ad- 
visory Board of the School of Journalism, 
which makes the actual recommendations for 
the awards to the trustees of Columbia. Sec- 
retary Frank D. Fackenthal of Columbia 
stated at the request of the drama jury 
(Clayton Hamilton, Walter Prichard Eaton 
and Austin Strong) that they have always 
understood that they were retained in an 
advisory capacity and consequently they did 
not question the right of the Advisory Board 
to exercise its own judgment in making the 
award, but that in justice to themselves these 
jurors desired the public to know that they 
did vote unanimously in favor of “Mary 
of Scotland.” 

Similarly in the case of the novel award 
it was revealed that the jury (Robert Morss 
Lovett, Albert B. Bain and Jefferson B. 
Fletcher) had recommended both “Lamb in 
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His Bosom” and “A Watch in the Night” 
by Helen C. White (Macmillan), a novel 
about the 13th Century Italian poet, Jacopo 
da Todi, giving much the greater pref- 
erence to the latter. The Advisory Board 
settled on “Lamb in His Bosom.” 
Following the announcement of the awards 
it was also made known that two of the mem- 
bers of the history prize jury had selected

There's a good deal of interest in Mexico this year. Guy Turner of the Doubleday 
shop in St. Louis capitalized on it in the above display 
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pamphlet “Arms and the Men,” the famous 
article on the armament racket which re- 
cently appeared in Fortune. 89 other indi- 
viduals have bought 6,411 copies. The Com- 
munist Party, the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace and the Columbia Pres- 
byterian Medical Center are among the or- 
ganizations which have bought quantities for 
distribution. The first edition of 20,000 
copies was quickly exhausted and a new edi- 
tion of 25,000 copies will soon be available. 
“Arms and the Men” is being sold at cost 
and so is not available to bookstores, but 
may be had only by mail from the pub- 
lishers. 

In his new biography of Colonel Lawrence 
of Arabia (just published by Dodd, Mead), 
Liddell Hart explains how a fit of jealousy 
was responsible for Lawrence’s being able to 
finish his remarkable translation of the 
“Odyssey,” published in this country by Ox- 
ford University Press. In the summer of 


1929, when the Italian flier Balbo was com- 
peting in the Schneider Cup Race in Eng- 
land, Lawrence obligingly helped to clean 
the slipway for his machine. Later, at the 
meet, several government dignitaries spoke 


to Lawrence, all of which so provoked the 
Air Minister that Lawrence was served a 
temporary sentence of expulsion. He seized 
the opportunity to continue, if still in fits and 
starts, his prose translation of the “Odyssey,” 
commissioned from an American source. 
vw 

“The Seven Pillars of Wisdom” was also 
produced under severe distractions and suf- 
fered two narrow escapes from complete in- 
terruption. In the first of these, according 
to Captain Liddell Hart, Lawrence very 
nearly lost his life. He had left his diaries 
and other papers with his kit in Cairo and 
was flying there from Paris. Lawrence wrote 
the introduction to the “Seven Pillars” while 
flying down the Rhone Valley but had pro- 
gressed no further when the advance ma- 
chine of the squadron, in which he was 
traveling, crashed at Rome, killing both 
pilots. Lawrence was more lucky than they 
in having a seat behind the engines. 
Through this prudence he escaped with three 
ribs and his collar-bone broken. After a 
brief sojourn in an Italian hospital, he con- 
tinued his flight to Egypt with the squadron, 
returned to Paris in late mid-summer and 
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sat down to his writing task. “He told me.” 
says Captain Liddell Hart, “that he wrote jp 
great bursts that lasted as many as twenty. 
four hours, with only a single break {or 
food. During these sittings he averaged 
from a thousand to fifteen hundred words 
an hour, and in the longest wrote over 
thirty thousand words.” During these bursts 
he drafted his narrative from memory, writ- 
ing on only one side of a large loose-leaf 
ledger of unruled sheets. Then he referred 
to his diaries and notes, re-wrote his narra. 
tive on the opposite pages with the aid of 
this historical check and lastly “planed it off 
into one smooth run.” 
we 

The next two years, 1921-1922, Lawrence 
devoted to an analytical study of prose style, 
writing to his many friends for advice, 
among whom were some of the greatest of 
living prose writers. Eventually, Lawrence 
worked out a writing technique of his own 
and by the light of this self-evolved theory 
he revised his manuscript once again. When 
this third new draft was finished, he burned 
the old, with the aid of paraffin and a blow- 
lamp, in Epping Forest—a tedious process, 
he confesses. A few pages, the only relics 
that remained, were bound up in the new 
manuscript. Of this he then had eight 
copies (five of which survive) printed ver- 
batim at the Oxford Times press. He had 
them printed merely because it seemed as 
cheap as to have them typed. The total cost 
for some 330,000 words was about eighty 
pounds. To guard against any chance ol 
extra copies being preserved, he sent sections 
to press in “hay-making order”—intermixed. 
The eight copies, he reckoned, would suffice 
for his friends who desired to read the com- 
plete record. But the circle of friends was 
wider than he reckoned, and Gertrude Bell, 
having read the book, urged Lawrence to 
consider a private printing. The price was 
to be thirty guineas a copy. Lawrence was 
as interested in typography as in topography 
and was induced to consent to the printing 
at the prospect of a beautifully printed edi- 
tion illustrated by a group of artists under 
Eric Kennington’s direction. Rather more 
than 100 copies of this new edition were 
printed for subscribers, besides those, all im- 
perfect in some small detail, intended for 
presentation to his friends and wartime com- 
rades, at a total cost of some thirteen thou- 
sand pounds. 
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To cover the inevitable debt, he arranged 
with Buxton that a public edition, with re- 
duced contents, should be printed, with ex- 
tensive textual changes and the omission of 
one or two stories, the effect being to reduce 
the book to fifty thousand words. This edit- 
ing was done while Lawrence was a private 
in the Royal Tank Corps at Bovington and 
in the Royal Air Forces at Cranwell in 
1924-25. “The Seven Pillars of Wisdom” 
was eventually issued in 1926 and “Revolt 
in the Desert”—a popular abbreviated form 
—appeared in 1927. It ran rapidly through 
five reprintings but as soon as Lawrence 
heard from his publishers that the over-draft 
was ready to be cleared, publication of the 
English edition was stopped. Even so, the 
sales, swelled by those in America, brought 
in royalties which not only recouped the debt 
on “The Seven Pillars” but left a large bal- 
ance. Of this amount Lawrence would not 
touch a penny, the profits being disposed of 
by a trust. Incidentally, the French transla- 
tion was arranged to bear an inscription 
showing that the profits would be devoted 
to the victims of French cruelty in Syria. 

Colonel Lawrence has written two other 
books besides “The Seven Pillars” and 
“Revolt in the Desert.” The first of these, 
curiously enough, was also called “The Seven 
Pillars of Wisdom” and was based on 
Lawrence’s travels in the Near and Middle 
East. The manuscript was completely de- 
stroyed by Lawrence. The second book was 
a barracks-room diary, some of the conversa- 
tions in which “out-Joyce” James Joyce. To 
fulfill certain contractual requirements, Law- 
rence was asked to submit this diary for 
publication, He did so but demanded a 
million pounds in advance and a seventy- 
five per cent royalty. By this expedient he 
succeeded in fulfilling his contract without 
running any risk of having the book appear.

“Specials” as Sales Stimulants 


Woubp iT nor be a good plan during this 
summer when customers’ incomes are small 
and book lovers ever 
anxious to extend the 
purchasing power of 
their book money as 
far as possible, for the 
bookstores, abetted by 
the publishers, to put 
forward “specials,” 
books that would be 
considered bargains by 
any book buyer? The widely varied dollar 
lines supply many books of this kind. The 
campaign on Roget’s “Thesaurus” last win- 
ter was typical of what can be done when a 
book is picked out for such promotion. The 
huge totals of the $1 edition of Wells’ “Out- 
line” a couple of years ago was a spectacular 
evidence of the success of a “special.” An 
encyclopaedia like the new one from Wise, 
with its enormous amount of material at the 
low price of $3.50, would call to the atten- 
tion of those who passed the bookstore 
window that the book buyer’s money could 
go a long way in buying a new reference

WE DO OUR PART 
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Typical of what the publisher can con. 
tribute have been such special editions as 
Lincoln Steffens’ “Autobiography” and Sand- 
burg’s “Lincoln,” a couple of years ago when 
there were a limited number printed at a 
low price, the public taking to the idea at 
once. A remainder has always carried the 
stigma of being a book that, after all, is a 
leftover, but a “special” may become the 
trade term for a book which is given a 
broader distribution at a new price level, a 
price uniform the country over but applica- 
ble only for a limited printing. Might not 
publishers look over their lists to find a few 
items that would stand up under such special 
promotion and give the booktrade a chance 
to supplement the public’s increasing buying 
of current books by tempting offers on books 
which would appeal to the large number of 
people who can be brought to the buying 
decision by some such method? 


Rental Libraries 


ONE OF THE interesting points that has de- 
veloped from a survey of college graduates’ 
reading which the Publishers’ Weekly is 
issuing next week is the fact that the ques- 
tionnaire shows that in a group of book 
readers 25°%, of their reading matter had 
been bought, 25°% borrowed from the public 
library, 30% obtained from rental libraries, 
and the balance borrowed from friends or 
obtained from other sources. 

The important place of the rental library 
in the reading habits of such a group of ac- 
tive readers again points to the significance 
(or menace) of rental libraries which have 
gained such headway in the last four or five 
years and received new stimulus from the 
curtailed appropriations of public libraries 
and reduced incomes of the habitual readers. 

These libraries have taken so many forms 
and operated in so many ways that their 
methods and functions have to be studied 
under as many different classifications as 
there are classifications of bookstores. There 
is the large city library with a select clientele; 
there is the department store library, so 1m- 
portant as a lure to customers; there is the 
small neighborhood library with its individ- 
ual type of service; there is the chain library 
under a trained and supervised branch man- 
ager; and there are the widespread chains of 
“serviced” libraries run under a dozen differ 
ent plans. 

These various libraries are realizing the 
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uselessness of a method of competition in 
which one library supplants another by of- 
fering the deposit station some newer or 
fresher collection of books and in large cen- 
ters library owners are coming together to 
compare notes to avoid duplication and to 
stabilize thé business on a basis which can 
bringe more calculable results. 

The new Code for Booksellers provides 
for a special committee to study this general 
situation and to make recommendations to 
the Code Authority, and the findings of such 
a committee should prove timely and sig- 
nificant, for the rental library is a not incon- 
siderable factor in the booktrade as a whole, 
and it raises problems of fair practice that 


are urgent. 


In the Textbook Code 


THe Cope or THE Textbook Publishers is 
attracting a good deal of attention in Wash- 
ington. It is a code that concentrates on 
making common practice of what has come 
to be the best practice in the textbook field. 
There seems to be little in its provisions that 
justifies the old popular opinion that when- 
ever textbook publishers gather together in 
conference no good can come of it. 

If the price level of textbooks should go 
up this year, it would be more from inevi- 
table increases in the cost of manufacture than 
anything in the Textbook Publishers’ Code. 
The one paragraph which has been seized 
upon to show evidence of price increases is 
the one which touches on the exchange value 
of old textbooks, but the proposal seems so 
unquestionably fair that it would be hard to 
see how much criticism could arise there. 
Under the system that existed for many years 
up to 1933 textbook publishers made a 5°% 
extra allowance on the price of any newly 
adopted textbook when a book that was be- 
ing replaced was turned in. That is, if the 
textbooks were $1 and the contract price was 
75¢, copies were billed at 7oc, or 5% extra, 
up to a total number that equalled the num- 
ber of old books returned. These books 
were taken back in any kind of condition, 
and most of them were turned into pulp. 
Last year, in an effort to find some way to 
encourage the placing of any new orders in 
times of such financial stress, one publisher 
stepped forward with the plan of offering a 
15% allowance for all old books, and others 
followed suit. The general feeling in the 
industry is that this supposed-to-be temporary 
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measure had unfortunate consequences. The 
result would be that on the $1 books used 
as an example above and with a 15°% allow- 
ance for all old books, the school systems 
have scraped their bins clean of books some- 
times many years old and turned them in 
on exchanges, sometimes returning as many 
books as they bought and apparently devel- 
oping an interstate traffic in supplying books 
that might be thus turned in for exchanges. 

The cost of such returns must some time 
be taken up in the general expenses of sell- 
ing textbooks, and the elimination of the 
practice on that emergency 15°, basis seems 
to be a fair objective for a code. 

If legislators can find nothing worse than 
this item in the Textbook Code, it would 
seem that the publishers had done what they 
announced, that is, endeavored to codily 
what is sound practice, and make it apply 
uniformly to all transactions. 


Turn to Mail Order 


THE IMPULSE on the part of booksellers to 
reach out for customers under the new dis- 
pensation is indicated by the specimens of 
catalogs and stories of mail-order efforts that 
are coming to hand. Reorders are being 
received for the new series of American 
Book Councillor lists, the first of which on 
“Money” appeared in the Publishers’ Weekly 
of April 21st, the second on “Fishing” will 
appear in a May issue, the third on “Eco- 
nomics” will follow in June. The Pudlish- 
ers’ Weekly, at the request of the Joint 
Board of Publishers and Booksellers, is mak- 
ing reprints of these which can be bought 
at $4.50 a thousand, 60 cents a hundred 
or 15c for 10 copies, and overprintings are 
being made so that for a short time, at 
least, back numbers can be obtained. 


Code Authority Meets 


Tue Nationat BooxksELters Cope AUTHOR- 
1Ty has been meeting regularly and has made 
explanations of a number of questions under 
the Code, which are going through the proper 
legal channels in Washington prior to being 
made public. These explanations will appear 
in the P.W. as soon as they have been re- 
leased. The formation of local booksellers’ 
committees is being held in abeyance pend- 
ing approval from Washington of a proper 
set up for the election of committee members.

Atlantic Novel Prize Awarded 


An AMERICAN AUTHOR, Samuel Rogers, is the 
winner of the third Atlantic Novel Prize of 
$10,000, offered jointly by the Atlantic 
Monthly Press and Little, Brown & Co. The 
novel is “Dusk at the Grove” which Little, 
Brown & Co. will publish on August 24th. 
1340 manuscripts were submitted in this con- 
test. 

Mr. Rogers is an associate professor at the 
University of Wisconsin, specializing in 
French contemporary literature. His book 
is a modern story of an American family, 
and most of the action takes place at New- 
port, Rhode Island, where the author was 
born. Previous winners of the Atlantic 
Novel Prize, the largest award offered by 
any American publisher with book rights 
alone involved, have been Mazo de la Roche, 
a Canadian, with “Jalna,” and Ann Bridge, 
an Englishwoman, with “Peking Picnic.” 


Richard Smith Resigns 


Ricuarp R. Situ has resigned as vice 
president and director of Frederick A. Stokes 
Company, his resignation to take effect 
shortly. Mr. Smith joined the Stokes or- 
ganization a year ago, at which time, among 
other activities, expansion into the college 
field was contemplated. The subsequent 
abandonment of these plans and different 
views regarding alternative programs re- 
sulted in Mr. Smith’s decision to seek an- 
other affiliation. The separation is with the 
friendliest of feeling on both sides. 

Mr. Smith announces no present plans, but 
has been discussing possible arrangements 
with other publishers. 


Shively Goes to Stokes 


Freperick A. Strokes ComMPpANy announce 
that George Shively has joined their organiza- 
tion as one of the directors of the com- 
pany. For the past seven years Mr. Shively 
has been one of the directors and eastern 
editorial representative of the Bobbs-Mer- 
rill Company.

Random House Files Brief in 
“Ulysses” Appeal 


A PLEA FoR judgment of “Ulysses” in the 
light of present day standards is contained 
in the answering brief to the Government's 
appeal from Judge Woolsey’s decision hold- 
ing “Ulysses” admissible into this country, 
tiled with the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
last week by Morris L. Ernst and Alexander 
Lindey, counsel for Random House. The 
United States, through United States Attor- 
ney Martin Conboy, filed its appeal on April 
21st, holding that Judge Woolsey erred in 
his decision “not only as a matter of fact but 
as a matter of law,” so indisputable is the 
obscenity of the book. The brief in answer 
says, “The standards of yesterday, the abhor- 
rence of any mention of certain biological 
functions, excessive prudery, the sex taboo, 
are as definitely dead today as the horse- 
drawn carriage and the donkey engines on 
the elevated. We have developed sturdier 
tastes and grown wiser in the process.” The 
attorneys hold further that “Ulysses” does 
not violate the obscenity statute viewed 
against the contemporary background. 

Mr. Lindey, it will be remembered, con- 
tributed an interesting article entitled 
Thank the Censor!” to the Publishers’

Weekly for April 21st. In the May issue ol 
Scribner’s Ben Ray Redman discusses censor- 
ship from a slightly different point of view 
and comes to the conclusion that “it is the 
legal conception and definition of obscenity 
that must be transformed if literature is to 
be guaranteed safe conduct through the 
world, and there can be no such transforma- 
tion until the thinking which lies behind 
the law has undergone a radical change.” 

In the Spring, 1934, issue of The Author, 
published in England, E. M. Forster dis- 
cusses the eventuality of the publication in 
England of “Ulysses.” A reputable firm of 
London publishers, he says, will probably at- 
tempt to publish “Ulysses” before long, and 
if they do, they will undoubtedly run into 
censorship proceedings. Mr. Forster calls 
upon the British authors to come immedi- 
ately to the support of the book, without 
waiting until the censorship begins. He says, 
“There is, of course, no actual ‘censorship’ 
of books. The process is more complicated 
and we had better prepare ourselves for what 
may occur.” A police magistrate, he says, 
may order all copies of “Ulysses” seized after 
publication. Then the magistrate would 
summon the publishers to show cause why 
the seized copies should not be destroyed, 
and if he decided the book was obscene, they 
would all be destroyed. “The magistrate,” 
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Mr. Forster continues, “will have nothing 
whatever to guide him. He must, however 
much as he desires to be impartial, yield to 
his personal reaction or to his vague idea as 
to what is expected of him by the public or 
the Press. ‘Obscenity’ has never been legally 
defined. When the Act which the magistrate 
will administer—Lord Campbell’s Act— 
came up for discussion in the House of 
Lords about eighty years ago there was much 
opposition. Its critics complained that it 
would throw too much responsibility on the 
magistrate, and they have been quite right. 
Shortly after it became law, Chief Justice 
Cockburn made a ruling on it, according to 
which a book is ‘obscene’ when it is likely to 
corrupt the mind of any reader who is lia- 
ble to be corrupted. This is not very help- 
ful, for neither the reader nor his mind can 
easily be brought into court.” 

Mr. Forster reports that when “The Well 
of Loneliness” was brought up, some forty 
authors went to court prepared to testify that 
the book was not obscene, but that the mag- 
istrate “very reasonably” refused to hear 
them. “He felt that he knew more about 
obscenity than we did, and he followed his 
feelings. His verdict was final, because 
though there was an appeal from him to 
Quarter Session, the justices there were not 
allowed an opportunity of reading the book 
for themselves, for the reason that the au- 
thorities did not consider it ‘appropriate or 
practicable’ to supply them with copies.”

The exhibition will be non-competitive, but 
limitations of space and an attempt to give 
equal representation to each designer may 
force the Committee to reduce the number 
of books shown. All trade books published 
between January 1, 1933, and April 30, 1934 
are eligible for this year’s show, excepting 
those priced at more than $5.00.

points: artistic and typographic excellence, 
display value and selling appeal.

The thought back of this 
important publishing event is that a care- 
fully chosen and balanced group of volumes 
especially designed for masculine entertain- 
ment and relaxation from business cares is 
just what thousands of professional and busi- 
ness men will welcome throughout the coun- 
try. The fifteen books are being carefully 
selected by the Appleton-Century editors from 
hundreds of manuscripts submitted and will 
include well-known names in the adventure 
and mystery fields as well as new “dark 
horses.” The volumes will be priced at $2 
each and will be sold separately as well as in 
the set. Appleton-Century reports that very 
extensive plans are being made for a na- 
tional advertising and promotion campaign 
to bring the business man into the book- 
stores for purchase of the Library. 


Canadians Try to Fix Prices 


CANADIAN STATIONERS have been moving to- 
ward a more stabilized industry through the 
formation of the Stationers’ Guild of Can- 
ada, which held its first meeting last month. 
An account of the meeting states that the 
first objective of the Guild should be for 
each manufacturer to establish and maintain 
fixed resale prices on his own products in 
all quantities through the trade to the 
consumer. It was also recommended that 
retailers confine their purchases wherever 
possible to those manufacturers and whole- 
salers who are Guild members and who es- 
tablish and maintain protected resale price 
policies. 

The Guild stated that in the formula- 
tion of its objectives it has seen to it that 
everything conforms to the law, and there 
isn’t even the slightest suspicion that any- 
thing connected with the organization might 
contravene the Combines Investigation Act. 
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New Volume of D.A.B. 


THE BOOKTRADE is represented by four promi- 
nent names in the thirteenth volume of the 
“Dictionary of American Biography” which 
has just been delivered to subscribers. 

George Munro, famous as the publisher of 
ten-cent novels, was born in Nova Scotia, 
learned printing and came to New York in 
1856 at the age of thirty-one, for a time being 
employed with the American News Com- 
pany. He then became a clerk in the firm 
of Beadle & Adams and, starting out for 
himself, began the publishing of the Munro 
ten-cent novels patterned after Beadle’s orig- 
inal dime novels, and in 1867 began the 
publication of Fireside Companion, whose 
circulation reached a phenomenal figure. In 
1872 he published “Old Sleuth the Detec- 
tive,’ the first of the famous Old Sleuth 
Series which eventually totaled over a hun- 
dred titles. This was followed by the Old 
Cap Collier Series, scarcely less popular. His 
most successful venture was the Seaside Li 
brary reprints of English works in paper 
covers which included all the standard Brit 
ish writers. Nearly 2,000 titles were pub 
lished and distributed through the American 
News Company. The end of his business 
was hastened by the passage of the Inter 
national Copyright Law in 1891, “when the 
more dignified publishers at last arrayed 
themselves in favor of copyright.” 

Joel Munsell, printer and publisher in Al 
bany, was born in Northfield, Mass. in 1808 
and died in 1880. Besides being printer of 
many important journals, he compiled such 
works as “Outline of the History of Print- 
ing” (1839), “The Every Day Book of His- 
tory and Chronology” (1843) and “A 
Chronology of Paper and Paper Making” 
(1856). A catalog of the works issued from 
his press appeared in 1872. 

Timothy Nicholson, Richmond, Indiana, 
bookseller, was born in North Carolina in 
1828. He established himself as a bookseller 
in Richmond in a partnership with his 
brother in 1861. He became active in many 
of the early efforts to organize the booktrade 
and was, at his death in 1924, widely known 
as the Nestor of American booksellers. 

Thomas Bird Mosher was born in Bedford, 
Maine, in 1852 of seafaring people. After 
travel in Europe and three years spent at 
sea, he became a clerk in a publishing house 
in Portland, in 1871. He became interested 
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in the production of small and_ beautiful 
books at low prices and in 1891 published 
the first of his books, Meredith’s “Modern 
Love and Other Poems.” Though not him- 
self a printer, his ideas and ideals were ex- 
pressed in over five hundred books which he 
issued. His little chap-book The Bibelot 
was begun in 1895 and continued for twenty 
years. He died in 1923. 


Macy Chain Has Review Column 


THe Macy cuHatin of daily newspapers in 
Westchester County have inaugurated a reg 
ular Saturday book review column, “Turn- 
ing Over A New Leaf,” which is conducted 
by Kenneth A. Fowler, of the editorial de- 
partment of The Yonkers Herald Statesman. 
The column is syndicated by the Herald 
Statesman to the New Rochelle Standard- 
Star, the Mt. Vernon Argus, the Tarrytown 
Daily News, the Mamaroneck Times, the 
Portchester Daily Item and the Ossining Cit- 
izen-Sentinel. 

Mr. Fowler conducts the daily “Town 
Crier” column in the Herald Statesman, and 
is a poet whose work has appeared in the 
New York American, the New York Her- 
ald-Tribune, the New York Sun, the Amer- 
ican Poetry Journal, Better Verse and vari- 
ous other periodicals. 


Seiffert Wins Kicker’s Handicap 
at Travelers’ Field Day 


Last IN A FIELD of twenty-five spirited con- 
testants, George Seiffert (Doubleday, Doran), 
literally came from behind to win the Kick- 
er’s Handicap at the annual Spring Field 
Day of the Associated Book Travelers, held at 
the Rye Country Club in Harrison, New 
York, on Tuesday, May 8th. The score, 133 
strokes (and it isn’t a nine-hole course, 
either), shows the tremendous effort George 
made to win the prize which, appropriately 
enough, was a choice of either a pair of shoes 
or a box of golf balls. George kept the ball 
under control but that 133 used up a good 
lot of shoe leather and so George picked 
the shoes. 

At the nineteenth hole a count of noses 
showed that more than fifty other book men 
and their guests, one of the largest turn-outs 
in years, had come out to take part in the 
day’s festivities. Dinner, with every seat in 
the special dining hall filled, was enlivened 
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by Alan Clinch, who with the help of R. A. 
MacDonald (Appleton-Century), a fellow 
Scotsman, saw to it that this year’s prizes 
were won by members of the A. B. T. Percy 
Loring (A. & C. Boni), walked off with the 
largest box.

Following the Codes 


Worp FROM WASHINGTON indicates that the 
exact date for the hearing of the Publishing 
Codes may be announced by the time this 
issue of the Publishers’ Weekly is in print, 
and it is the intention of the administrator, 
Robert L. Houston, to hear the Master Code 
and the seven subsections all at one time or 


in succession so that the discussion could be’ 


continued. 

The publishers’ committees have followed 
up the different steps that led to the final 
printing of the code through conferences with 
consumer boards, labor boards, legal advisers, 
etc., and at this writing at least half of the 
codes have been approved through those 
steps and would therefore be ready to be in 
print and obtainable from the Government 
Printing Office at five cents each. 

The Publishers’ Weekly will print the Mas- 
ter Code, the Trade Publishers’ Code, the 
Textbook Publishers’ Code and such sections 
of other codes as have special significance. 

The National Booksellers’ Code Authority 
has received many inquiries for explanations 
of the Booksellers’ Code, and many of these 
have been referred to Washington for special 
interpretations. All interpretations of the 
code will be printed in Publishers’ Weekly as 
promptly as received. Many of the questions 
indicate that the problems involved might 
have been solved by the inquirer by a care- 
ful reading of the code itself, and every 
dealer is urged to keep a copy of the code at 
hand and reread it from time to time in or- 
der to be clear on all its provisions, as these 
were very carefully worded. The inquiry as 
to whether books could be sent prepaid has 
been a common one, and it ‘has been stated 
that there is no provision that prevents pre- 
paid delivery, whether by store, automobile 
or through the mail. 


NINeTy-sIx PER CENT of the country’s indus- 
tries are operating under approved codes, 
and the N. R. A. has issued a new insignia 
to identify members of trades and industries 
who are so functioning. The insignia con- 
sists of the old familiar Blue Eagle, but in- 
stead of the slogan “We do our part” there 
is now the word “Code,” and beneath it 
the name of the industry to which the mem- 
ber belongs. 

In all, more than four hundred codes have 





been approved. Many more are listed for 
public hearings in the immediate future, in- 
cluding the book publishing codes. Most 
of the great wholesale, retail and office 
groups are being authorized by their codes 
to create trade practice committees. Trade 
practice violation complaints will be han- 
dled ultimately in the general retail trade 
by six hundred local Code Authorities. 


THOsE WHO are affected by the provisions 
of a code are assessed to cover the cost of 
administration, and the items which can be 
included in such cost are specified by the 
N. R. A. headquarters. Such expenses in- 
clude salaries of the executive secretary and 
assistants, office expenses, traveling expenses 
connected with the business of the Code Au- 
thority, incidental expenses such as legal and 
accountants’ fees, expenses of properly au- 
thorized committees and other agencies for 
the administration of the code, such as re- 
gional authorities. 

There are three accepted methods of mak- 
ing assessments, and the one adopted for 
the Retail Code is that of contribution ac- 
cording to the number of employees, since 
that is an accurate gauge of the size of an 
establishment. In other industries a more 
common basis of apportionment is the dol- 
lar volume of business done. 


New Jersey, like California, has its own 
system of State codes of which about a dozen 
have been approved, including groceries, 
laundries and automobile service. Vice 
Chancellor Bigelow has given the opinion at 
the request of the State’s legal department 
that the State law, as drawn, does not give 
the State courts authority to enforce price 
maintenance. The national codes are en- 
forceable under Federal prosecution. 


Grorce H. Meap, paper manufacturer of 
Dayton, has been elected chairman of the 
Industrial Advisory Board of the N. R. A., 
important agency in forming the general 
policies of the recovery program.

THE MORRIS INFLUENCE

Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

I was interested to read Will Bradley’s 
article, “William Morris: A Review of His 
Influence on the Centenary of His Birth,” 
in the April 7th issue of the Publishers’ 
Weekly, not because it in any way throws 
light on this subject, but because it sums 
up so well the insular attitude of so many 
American typographers. One is left with 
the impression that Morris’ influence in 
America has been slight and ephemeral, and 
the author is right in his implication. But 
the reason why Morris has had little influ- 
ence here is not because his American con- 
temporaries had better taste, nor because he 
lacked American imitators, but because his 
whole approach to printing differed radically 
from that of our great entrepreneurs who 
have tried to reproduce mechanistically what 
Morris knew can only be done by hand. 
This is why his technique is inimitable in 
America. 

Again for Mr. Bradley to refer to the 
Kelmscott products as “serious and . . . yes, 
heavy” seems to me to be a purely subjective 
form of criticism, and therefore not to be 
taken seriously. There are, or were, before 
the effeminate pastel school of printing 
usurped the field, two schools of printing, 
the black and the gray. One might argue 
with equal force, therefore, that a well-con- 
ceived and executed Kelmscott border in 
black may “sing” (to use Mr. Bradley’s 
term) every bit as gayly as a page from 
B. R.’s “Champ Fleury” in raspberry red. It 
is all in the way the page is designed and 
executed. We ought by now to have rid 
ourselves of any primitive association be- 
tween a “black” page and heaviness, sorrow, 
or mourning. Certain Gothic cathedrals ex- 
press heaviness and solidity, to be sure; others 
—-particularly some of the later ones—are 
almost ethereal in their lightness, airiness. 
The Kelmscott border at its best is fine 
Gothic tracery. And in both media, whether 
chiseled stone or engraved wood, the light- 


ness of the concept may transcend the heavi- 
ness of the material. I am not saying that 
it always does. I am merely objecting to Mr. 
Bradley’s superficial and uncritical notions 
which are common currency among certain 
printers in this country. 

Had Mr. Bradley wanted to write an ap- 
preciation of William Morris’ influence on 
printing, instead of whooping it up for our 
own academic New England school, he might 
have considered certain San Francisco print- 
ers; or if that seemed too trivial, he might 
have turned to Germany. The foremost 
German handicraftsmen in the field are not 
begrudging in their praise of Morris’ influ- 
ence. And is it pure coincidence that the 
most creative printing craftsmanship is being 
produced in that country today? 

There may come a time when American 
printers and collectors will no longer boast 
of their typographical illiteracy. If the aver- 
age compositor can learn to read black letter 
and transitional forms in the proof, cer- 
tainly the typographer and collector can. 
Why should Troy and Chaucer types be 
considered illegible? Because most col- 
lectors have not yet awakened to the subtleties 
of the various type faces, other than roman. 
It takes a printer of courage to use them. 
The Grabhorns of San Francisco are not 
afraid to use the finer text letters. Person- 
ally, I do not pretend to have mastered the 
art of reading, but I know that I can with 
patience. In the same sense, carrying the 
analogy over into another field of the graphic 
arts, I do not pretend to have mastered the 
different calligraphies of the bitten line and 
the dry point, yet I rejoice in the variety of 
calligraphy one finds in print making. | 
would not have all print makers work in 
silver point for worlds! Needless to say, 
we have nowadays altogether too many 
silver point printers. ' 

No, it is too early to celebrate William 
Morris’ birth in America. The entrepreneurs, 
(these men who do him lip service, not 
because they understand him but because, 
now that he is canonized, such a practice 
gives them a certain sense of prestige and 
dignity which the large scale production sys- 
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tem for the most part lacks) must first be 
supplanted by genuine handicraftsmen. Then 
perhaps we shall see American printers pro- 
ducing books with something of that happy 
juxtaposition of technique and sensitiveness 
which went into Morris’ books. If these 
books “did not noticeably stir either his fel- 
low artists or students,” as Mr. Bradley 
claims, then the Nineties must have sur- 
passed even our own times in spiritual apathy 
—a fact which many of us have long sus- 
pected, the “Yellow Book” notwithstanding. 
But we have never felt quite that way about 
William Morris here in California. Perhaps 
it’s the climate, as Mr. Rollins once sug- 
gested, with his tongue in his cheek. 

At any rate, we’re glad to learn that our 
Colonial printers are being so carefully 
guarded in the Barton Safes in Boston.

For fine 
printing (it wasn’t a “revival” as far as we 
were concerned, there having been nothing 
to revive) dates from William Morris in this 
country—a propos, Mr. Bradley didn’t even 
mention Mr. Goudy!—and some of us even 
believe that the Master of Hammersmith be- 
longs to America’s future!

JOSEPH P. HUGHES 


Josepy P, Hucues, for twenty-five years a 
member of the staff of the American Bap- 
tist Publication Society, died on March goth 
suddenly at the age of 49.

Dr. Krapp was born 
in Cincinnati, was graduated from Witten- 
berg College and took a Master of Arts de- 
gree there. In 1897 he received a Ph.D.

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OLD ¢e RARE BOOKS 


FREDERICK M. HOPKINS 


A cottection of Americana of great histori- 
cal, literary and association interest, com- 
prising autographs, manuscripts and books, 
will be dispersed on May 17 by the Ameri- 
can-Anderson Galleries in settlement of the 
estate of the late Helen Dana, (Mrs. Rich- 
ard H. Dana), of Cambridge, Mass. Form- 
erly owned by the Dana family, including 
Francis Dana, 1743-1811, Richard H. Dana, 
1787-1879, Richard H. Dana, Jr., author of 
“Two Years Before the Mast,’ 1815-1882, 
and Richard H. Dana, III, 1851-1931, the 
date was fixed in the will of the late owner. 
All will go on exhibition on May 12, and 
this sale is expected to be the last book sale 
of the season at the American-Anderson 
Galleries this season. An unusual collec- 
tion of first and other editions of “Two 
Years Before the Mast” by Richard H. Dana, 
Jr., includes the author’s own copy of the 
rare first issue of the first edition, an asso- 
ciation rarity of unusual importance. It has 
the author’s signature on the inner side of 
the front cover and on the title-page. In 
1868, after twenty-eight years, the original 
copyright held by Harper & Brothers, pub- 
lishers of the first edition, reverted to the 
author, and preparations were immediately 
begun for a revised edition. This copy is 
the one actually used by the author as a 
working copy for this proposed new edi- 
tion, with changes and corrections of the au- 
thor’s father and brother. A feature that 
adds to its association interest is a slip of blue 
paper laid in with an inscription by the au- 
thor’s daughter, Elizabeth E. Dana, reading: 
“This was father’s own copy. The corrections 
in large writing, by soft black pencil, were 
by Grandfather (R.H.D. Sen.). Those in 
small writing, by faint pencil, were by Uncle 
Ned (Edmund T. D.) E. E. Dana.” There 
are also copies of other editions of the work, 
including the first English edition, a copy 
presented by the author to his daughter, and 
a copy of another edition inscribed to his 








sister, and a great number of other books 
from his library. Autographic material of the 
Dana family and its personal friends and 
public acquaintances are of very special in- 
terest. A group of early American news- 
papers includes a number of issues of The 
New York Gazette and the Weekly Mer- 
cury, for 1773-1774 and 1775, also Riving- 
ton’s New York Gazateer, a rare Colonial 
newspaper printed by James _ Rivington, 
1773-1774. Other items of distinction in- 
clude Thomas’s “Historical and Geographi 
cal Account of the Province and Country of 
Pensilvania,” London, 1698, the rare first 
edition; Wiggleworth’s “The Day of Doom,” 
Boston, 1715, the rare sixth edition appearing 
at auction for the first time; Church’s “The 
Entertaining History of King Philip’s War,” 
Boston, 1716, the rare second edition, with 
two portraits engraved by Paul Revere; 
Franklin’s “Pocket Almanack for the Year 
1750,” a rare and early issue—one of three 
copies located; and “The Federalist,” 2 vols., 
1788, the first edition in the original boards, 
Vol. II, entirely uncut. First editions, auto- 
graph letters and books from his own library 
appear in a Longfellow group including 
six presentation copies from the poet. A 
letter from Washington Irving to Washing- 
ton Allston, revealing to his illustrator the 
imaginary characters in his Knickerbocker 
New York is dated Birmingham, May 21, 
1817. This gives only a representative idea 
of association material in this sale, but this 
is enough to show that this is a rare oppor- 
tunity for the collector especially of American 
material. 


THE PURCHASE OF THE PAPERS of Robert Ful- 
ton from the estate of General William Bar- 
clay Parsons has been announced by the 
Board of Trustees of The New York 
Public Library. These papers consist of 
manuscripts, drawings, printed books col- 
lected by Fulton while studying the problem 
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of submarine navigation and warfare over 
a century and a quarter ago. There are 
seven drawings made and signed by Fulton, 
dated 1804; two manuscript letters, and 
seven autograph drafts of letters by Fulton; 
a manuscript dated 1806 entitled “Motives 
for inventing submarine navigation and at- 
tack”; seven letters from Fulton to Lord 
Grenville, Lord Howich, and other British 
public men in 1806 relating to his inven- 
tion; together with a dozen or more printed 
pamphlets on the subject. Many of the let- 
ters are signed “Robert Francis,” since Ful- 
ton dared not use his own name lest the 
French government worm its way into the 
negotiations. He had tried to interest 
Napoleon in his invention, but he failed 
there as he did with Great Britain and with 
Washington and Jefferson in his own land. 
General Parsons used these sources in his 
study of Fulton published by the Columbia 
University Press. He said, in conclusion: 
“His submarine plans he had left in Eng- 
land. He dismissed them from further con- 
sideration in the excitement of his other 
success. Then came his death, and his plans 
lay dormant. Others were to work over the 
same idea and bring it after many trials to 
perfection, until finally after an interval of 
more than one hundred years, it was to 
come, as Fulton foresaw, a great offensive 
force. It was then to be used, but not as 
he could have imagined, against three coun- 
tries, jointly, that he served and loved in 
turn.” It is fitting and proper that these 
papers, so important in themselves and so 
intimately connected with two great engin- 
eers so closely associated with New York 
City, should find a home in its great public 
library. 


Lorp WakeEFIELD OF HyTHE’s OFFER to de- 
fray the cost of printing 500 copies of the 
“Great Chronicle of London” will bring 
within the reach of scholars and universities 
throughout the British Empire and the 
world a unique source of knowledge con- 
cerning one of the darkest periods of English 
history. The “Chronicle,” written between 
1480 and 1512, is a semi-private contempo- 
rary narrative or diary of public events dur- 
ing the reigns of Richard III, Henry VII 
and Henry VIII. It belongs to a class of 
literature that includes the comparatively 
well-known works and compilations of 
Stow, Speed, MHolinshed, Camden and 
George Cavendish. But the “Great Chron- 
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icle,” unlike most similar works of the pe- 
riod, is, according to A. F. Pollard, protes- 
sor of constitutional history in London Uni. 
versity, singularly accurate. Herein lies jts 
peculiar value. Knowledge of the later {if. 
teenth century, cradle of the modern age, 
hitherto has been derived almost entirely 
from prejudiced sources, written by men 
whose actions they describe. The “Chron- 
icle” comes, therefore, spreading light in 
great darkness, and the world has cause for 
gratitude to Lord Wakefield that its rays 
will extend from the Guildhall, London, 
where the original manuscript lies, pene 
trating to a number of other privileged uni- 
versities to which a printed copy of the 
work will be presented. 


AN AUTOGRAPH LETTER of tragic interest has 
just passed into the ownership of one who 
can appreciate it even though he may not 
be a collector. It is the last letter written by 
Robert Scott, polar explorer, shortly before 
his death in the Antarctic in 1912, recently 
presented to Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd 
by Leonora Speyer, written to her husband, 
Sir Edgar Speyer, who died two years ago. 
The letter, dated March 16, 1912, is a letter 
of thanks to Sir Edgar for his “help and 
support” and “generous kindness.” It adds: 
“If this diary is found, it will show how we 
stuck by dying companions and fought the 
thing out well to the end. I think that 
this will show that the spirit of pluck and 
the power to endure has not passed out ol 
our race. . . . We very nearly came through, 
and it is a pity to have missed it, but lately 
I have felt that we overshot our mark. No 
one is to blame, and I hope no attempt will 
be made to suggest that we lacked support. 


THE CENTENARY OF THE DEATH of Marquis 
de Lafayette will be commemorated this 
month by an exhibition to be held at the 
Maison Frangaise in Rockefeller Center un- 
der the auspices of the American Friends 
of Lafayette in cooperation with Les Amis 
du Musee de Bierencourt. The exhibit was 
opened May 5 and the display will reach 
a climax on May 20, the actual anniver- 
sary of Lafayette’s death. Beginning with 
his seventeenth year, every year of Lafay- 
ette’s long life will be represented. Hitherto 
unknown portraits of the period, personal 
relics, letters and other mementoes will serve 
to picture the career of the great friend ol 
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Washington and America. The Louvre, 
which is conducting a similar exhibition, 
opening June 30, at the Orangerie, has co- 
operated with the New York group in send- 
ing much representative and valuable ma- 
terial. This material will be returned to 
France in time for the Paris exhibit, and 
with it will go much important American- 
owned material. 


For SEVERAL Hours, in the last week of 
April, in the auction room in Hotel Drouet, 
in Paris, one of the most important collec- 
tions of Napoleonic relics offered for years 
was sold under the hammer. The item 
which brought the higest price—28,500 
francs—was a letter written to Barras, a 
member of the Directory, during the nego- 
tiations which led to the Campo Formio in 
1797. In it Napoleon said: “I was as sur- 
prised as any man in my place would have 
been at the way they are acting toward me. 
[ am being treated as if my sentiments were 
suspect. I am sick and need rest. I ask to 
be dismissed. Support me if you are my 
friend. Two years in the country near Paris 
would re-establish my health and again give 
my character popularity, of which continuity 
of power necessarily deprives me.” 


Norman H. Perarson, of Magdalen College, 
Oxford, England, writes: “I am preparing a 
volume of the letters of Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne written to his English friends (1853- 
57, 1860) when he was resident in England. 
This volume is to be one of a definitive edi- 
tion of his letters; and I should be most 
grateful for any help from your readers in 
locating letters in England, or for any infor- 
mation regarding his stay here.”
